They performed their duty and in so 
doing they brought the world onn stc-p 
nearer to the end of autocracy nn<l 
they saved America as the beacon 
light of human freedom. 
We arc now 


emerging from the effects of that feat 
and it is still .our faith that we have 
made the world better. We at least 
have saved from attack the grandest 
citadel of human liberty, the home at 
freedom—the republic of the west, the 
still glorious

They aro killings 
that result from wanton carelessness 
and utter disregard of Lho rtiles of 
safety. The conditions are practically 
new and the result is daily fatalities. 


Something must bo done to secure 


greater safety on the highways and to 
prevent auto drivers not only from 
killing others but from madly killing 
themselves in the orgy of speed.

H oc 
cuples tho centre of the road usually, 
so (hat aulos can barely pass without 
risk: and It obstruct^ tho view. It is 
doubly dangerous at ntglil and Is sel- 
dom sufficiently lighted either in front 
or rear.

and in the near future H is destined 
to play a much more Important part 
in freight and passenger transportation.
